Coroner  s inquests  are  an  extension  of  the 
jury  system,  which  places  on  representatives 
of  (he  public  the  responsibility  of  rendering 
judgment  on  their  fellow  men.

By 
and  large  it  works  well.  Anv  dcbciencics 
noted  in  (he  administration  of  coroner's  in-

T here  u one  test  that  can  be  applied  to 
the  question  fn  a reasonable  way.  As  victors 
in  Germany's  lost  war  of  aggression,  the 
United  Nations  could  have  demanded  the 
suppression  of  the  German  nation,  the  for- 
feiture of  its  name  and  the  elimination  of 
the  word  from  the  lexicons  of  the  world. 
That,  too.  could  have  been  required  in  con- 
nection with  Japan.  In  neither  instance  al- 
though the  provocation  was  as  great  as  ever 
in  history  it  hu  been,  did  the  world  follow 
this  course. 

If  to  the  vanquished  in  an  unprovoked 
and  uniust  war  is  left  their  national  inheri- 
tance. how  can  the  victors,  or  any  segment 
of  them,  be  asked  to  surrender  a sovereignty 
of  equal  and  perhaps  greater  meaning  to 
them  ' It  could  be  argued,  of  course,  (hat  an 
Untied  St.ites  of  Furope  would  involve  no 
loss  of  dignity  or  power;  and  might  indeed 
imply  a new  solidarity  and  weight  of  in- 
fluence How  thai  can  be  achieved  without 
loss  of  national  independence  is  the  puzzle.
